Both an identification of 
an elected species AND a listing of all claims readable thereon is required; merely providing a listing of 
claims is not sufficient. Please refer to the third paragraph of the abovementioned election/restriction 
requirement. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS 
OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

2. In response to applicant's remarks in the bottom paragraph on page 2 of the reply filed on 
October 24, 2005 that "the attorney for the Applicants spoke with the Examiner in this case" on Monday, 
October 17, 2005 "requesting clarification on the grounds for the election/restriction requirement so that 
the Applicants could be fully responsive to this requirement", the examiner hereby notes for the record 
that the ONLY attorney of record for the instant application is Mr. Michael J. Striker, Registration No.
